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EXAMINER COMMENT 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because 37 C.F.R. 1 .83(a) requires that "The 
drawings in a non-provisional application must show every feature of the claimed 
invention specified in the claims. However, conventional features disclosed in the 
description and claims, where their detailed illustration is not essential for a proper 
understanding of the invention, should be illustrates in the drawing in the form of a 
graphical drawing symbol or a labeled representation (e.g., a labeled rectangular 
box)...". This requirement for a symbol or labeled graphical representation is a 
requirement for an illustration which is readily comprehensible to an observer as to what 
it represented. Therefore, the examiner is requiring that Figure 1 be amended to 
include the labels in the representative boxes. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 
figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended.
